Publications, which turns out over 30 “Archie”-titles; and from the pen of Bob Montana, who 
still draws the strip for King Feature Syndicate -appearing in over 700 newspapers, remains 
representative of the typical clean-cut teenagers of their day—and, as their day changes 
so do they, fitting into contemporary situations and modes of speech and dress.

HEY KIDS, IT'S HOWDY DOODY TIME AGAIN 


Let’s take a moment, kids, to relive one of the golden moments of 
early tele. ision. 

It is 5:30 P.M. on a weekday night in 1948. You are 5 years old, 
and with a bunch of friends you are huddled in front of a mammoth 
DuMont TV (or is it a Philco?) tuned to Channel 4. The seven-inch 
screen flickers. Suddenly, a big handsome man in a cowboy suit 
bounds into view before a screaming audience of 3-, 4- and 5-year- 
olds. “What time is it kids?,” he asks. 

“IT’S HOWDY DOODY TIME!,” squeals the Peanut Gallery... . 

Now 33 years old, his wavy hair the color of pewter, Buffalo Bob 
quickly let it be known that the revival is the best fun he’s had in 
38 years of show business. The idea, he explained, came from some 
University of Pennsylvania students who invited him last year to 
show films of the original TV show. The screening drew such a re- 
sponse he is booked until February, 1972, at every kind of campus 
from West Point to the University of California. 

The key to his success, Buffalo Bob says jovially, is nostalgia. 
Howdy appeared from Dec. 27, 1947, until Sept. 30, 1960. “Those 
were the good old days for today’s college students,” he said. “The 
days with no draft card burning, no war, no dope.” 

Because television was so new, especially at the beginning of 
Howdy’s run, youngsters felt that the puppets and Buffalo Bob 
himself were performing for each one of them alone, Mr. Smith 
continued. “Howdy was a fantasy, although we did teach, too.”.. . 

At the height of its popularity, the show reached 15 million chil- 
dren across the country each night. Families had to rearrange dinner 
and bath schedules because their youngsters wouldn’t budge from 
the screen. Stores had runs on Ovaltine and Wonder Bread. When 
Howdy ran asa write-in candidate for President in a TV poll in 1948, 
he reputedly got more votes than Henry Wallace. . . .

he was his old, bouncy, beaming, effusive self. Much of the time he 
talked as if the members of his audience were still 6 years old, and 
he was their merriest uncle, and that seemed to be the way they 
wanted it. 

“What time is it?” he asked. 

“It’s Howdy Doody time!” they squealed. 


THE RETURN OF INNOCENCE 


“Oh, do do a Howdy Doody do/But don’t do a Howdy Doody 
don’t,” he sang. “Because a Howdy Doody do will be good for you/ 
But a Howdy Doody don’t—” “WON'T!” they screamed, in kinder- 
garten-style chorus. 

It was a show dominated by innocence, nostalgia and the kind 
of trivia that might be contrived for a Sunday school picnic. . . . 

When he said that if he made a comeback on television (he went 
off in 1960), he would update the show, he got an unmistakably 
negative response in “No’s” and groans from the audience. . . . 

Mr. Smith said he was taking the Howdy Doody Revival to Har- 
vard on April 18 and to West Point on April 24. Will the White 
House be next?

BOOB...ER...UH... 


BOB STEELE 


GOES ON RECORD! 


The Bob Steele story — the classic rags-to- 
riches tale. He arrived in Hartford, Connecticut 
in 1936 without a place to sleep... without a 
dime in his pocket... and today he modestly 
admits to being worth ten times that. 

The owner of one of the largest shares of lis- 
tening audience enjoyed by any radio personal- 
ity in America’s major broadcast markets is a 
three-time high school dropout. 

WTIC Radio’s Bob Steele, born Robert Lee 
Steele in Kansas City, Missouri, on July 13, 1911 
(he predicted he’d be born July 9th), had to drop 
out of high school three times to help support his 
family. He was, in fact, the only kid in his 
neighborhood to go to college before graduating 
from high school (he used to get his hair cut for a 
dime at the local barber college), a feat he ac- 
complished in 1929, just in time to take part in 
the Depression (he also predicted there would 
be no Depression). 

While a young man in Kansas City, Bob tried 
his hand at motorcycle racing, restaurateuring 
and boxing. He had 70 amateur and pro fights, 
losing all but one which was a draw (he claims, 
however, that he was robbed on several occa- 
sions). 

Bob first ventured into the field of broadcast- 
ing in 1931 when he covered auto and motorcy- 
cle racing for Los Angeles radio station KGFuJ. 
His intense interest in the cycling sport drew him 
to Hartford, Connecticut's Bulkeley Stadium in 
May, 1936. He toiled there as public address 
announcer and public relations man for a cycle 


racing promoter. At the close of that race sea- 
son he was asked to audition for an announcer 
job at WTIC Radio. Bob passed the audition and 
was hired October 1, 1936, on a trial basis 
(Steele claims that station management still has 
not officially informed him whether or not he’s 
been removed from trial status). 


So, for forty years, Bob has risen at 4:30 each 
morning, six days a week, in preparation for the 
start of his work day at 6 a.m. He has been late 
for work but once in those four decades, having 
fallen victim, on that occasion, to a mountainous 
snow bank. The weather forecast for the day in 
question had been “partly cloudy.” Bob com- 
mented that it was the first time he had ever 
experienced “eight inches of partly cloudy.” 


Over the years Bob has won notoriety as a 
prognosticator who could be counted on to be 
wrong with greater consistency than a fledgling 
weatherman. When he became WTIC’s chief 
announcer in 1966, he gave up the nightly sports 
program he had hosted for several years and, in 
an unselfish gesture of loyalty to his listeners, 
vowed to continue his sports predictions “as a 
public service.” To this day, Bob maintains a 
commendably consistent prediction percentage 
that shows him wrong only 10 times in every 9 
attempts. 


Today, hundreds of thousands of southern 
New Englanders listen to Bob on WTIC, Radio 
1080, from 6 until 10 a.m., Monday through 
Saturday.

“Concentration” and “meditation” are fundamental elements in the 
practice of “Yoga”. 


“Yoga” —a word associated with all of the mysticism and enchant- 
ment of India. Yet, what is “Yoga”? There is a state in which the five 
senses as well as thought, intellect and mind all cease to function — this 
highest stage of absolute or complete sense-restraint is called “Yoga”, 
or spiritual -union. 


From the very earliest of times, at least 700 or 800 B.C., there has 
come evidence of people concentrating their minds on particular objects 
to such a degree that they stopped the movement of the mind as well as 
the senses and achieved wonderful, marvelous powers. The discovery 
of this mental control probably began with the practice of mental con- 
centration and breath control. 


The ultimate objective of the yoga processes is to dissociate one’s 
self from sensations, thoughts, ideas, and feelings to such a degree that 
one finally discovers that the true self, or spirit, is a separate and inde- 
pendent entity. This is the ultimate principle of pure consciousness.

This means 
the slow inhalation of a full breath and holding it for perhaps a minute 
before exhaling. This practice is developed and continued for days and 
months and the period of breath retention is gradually increased until 
the breath is suspended, without exhalation or inhalation, for hours, 
days, months, or possibly even years. The body remains in a state of 
suspended animation without heartbeat or body movement. 


This album has been very carefully prepared to enable you, the 
listener, to acquire some of the fundamental and simple methods of con- 
trolling bodily movements for the purpose of achieving a state of relaxa- 
tion. We sincerely hope that we have accomplished this objective and 
that this introduction to relaxation and concentration by yoga will be 
but the beginning of many years of enjoyable experiences.

It is a procedure which can 
easily be mastered by any reasonably intelli- 
gent person. The benefits are many; peace of 
mind, a greater flow of creativity, the awak- 
ening of the intuitive faculty and, eventually, 
Self-realization.

It is suggested that one listen to this mes- 
sage time and time again, for inspiration and 
in order to fully understand the step by step 
procedure which can take the dedicated prac- 
titioner of meditation from where he is on the 
spiritual path — to as far as he cares to go. 


SIDE TWO 


This side of the record is designed to lead 
you into the depths of consciousness. As you 
prepare yourself and follow directions you will 
find your attention turning from distracting 
externals to That which is changeless and 
Supremely Real. 


True meditation practice is not auto- 
conditioning; it is a way of concentrating 
scientifically — flowing the attention to the 
Infinite.

Swami Sivananda Radha 


The relaxation techniques which are given on this record symbolize in more than 
one way some of the characteristics of Swami Radha. Equipped with an inquiring 
mind, her hard and long quest for understanding and truth took her into many places 
and situations. After surviving the rigours of the war in Europe, she emigrated to 
Canada where she set to work to make a new life for herself. 


One day she had a strange experience. She was drawn into a mood of quiet medi- 
tation in which a man appeared to her. A short time later, while browsing in a book- 
store, she saw a picture of the same man on a book cover. She bought the book and 
wrote to the author — Swami Sivananda, who replied by inviting her to visit him at 
his ashram (retreat) in the foothills of the Himalayas. It was as if he had been 
expecting her! As she was already in her forties and was now established in a good 
job, it was no mean sacrifice for her to pull up roots yet again to make the journey 
to India. Nevertheless after much painstaking preparation and effort she made the 
journey to meet this man who had made himself known to her in such an unusual way. 


Swami Sivananda guided her through several months of training in yogic tech- 
niques. He told her that she had lived in India in recent past incarnations and that she 
already learnt then much of what she was now being taught. When she was taught 
the Hatha Yoga posture of the corpse (Savasan) she intuitively felt that there was 
much more to this posture than was superficially apparent. When Swami Sivananda 
questioned her on this, she responded by mentioning several more subtle aspects of 
this technique such as the relation of the posture to surrender and the stimulation of 
creative forces within the individual. He was pleased with her reply and encouraged 
her to continue using her intuition in this way as it was one of the best means of 
awakening her latent knowledge. 


The culmination of her stay at the ashram came when through Swami Sivananda’s 
inspiration, she decided to dedicate the remainder of her life to the service of God 
and man. She was initiated into the Order of Sannyas as Swami Sivananda Radha. 


Soon after she was requested to return to Canada and await developments. A group 
formed around her and an ashram was established in Vancouver, B.C., in 1956. It 
was moved to Kootenay Bay, B.C., in 1963. 


The techniques given on this record have been taught to numerous students for 
several years with excellent results. 


In her work as the spiritual director of the Yasodhara Ashram at Kootenay Bay, 
British Columbia, Canada, Swami Radha receives many requests for help from people 
with severe personal problems. 


Frequently she makes use of the relaxation. technique and many, many people have 
benefitted from its application. 


Swami Radha feels that this record will make it possible for a much larger number 
of people to experience the physical, mental and spiritual benefits of this practice.

The relaxation techniques given on this recording are derived from the advanced practice of a particular “asan’’ (yogic 
posture) called Savasan or the posture of the corpse. 


It should be pointed out at the outset that this technique is not designed to function as a kind of hypnosis. Rather it 
simply tries to stimulate you to:- 


Physically — Relax your body: 
Mentally — Rest your mind and surrender: 


Spiritually — Expand your consciousness. 


The purpose of this record is to give you the basic principles of the technique so that once you have mastered them, you 
will be able to practice it on your own. The guiding voice is only meant to guide — that is all. 

A corpse, as we all know, offers no resistance — it is entirely limp. 

We seek to assume this attitude of complete surrender for several reasons:— 

1). It represents the physical situation which we desire — a completely relaxed body. 


2). It is the attitude of mind which can best enable us to withdraw from the usual round of mental involvement so 
that we can direct the mind to acquire that quiescent state which is conducive to the awakening of the higher levels of 
consciousness. 


3). It represents a humbling of oneself before the higher forces of life which constitutes both a recognition of same and 
is simultaneously a potent means of invoking a greater awareness and understanding of these forces. 

4.) \t will lead us naturally to the spiritual aspect of this practice which is the expansion of consciousness which will 
reveal to us the healing and creative attributes of our own inner being. 


Once the complete relaxation and surrender of the body and mind is established in the early part of the practice, we are 
guided to experience various areas of awareness about our inner being or “self”. 


The six levels of consciousness mentioned in the relaxation are directly related to the six spiritual centers (chakras) in 
man as outlined in Kundalini Yoga. 


Our expanding awareness will make it possible for us to explore and investigate the nature and power of the forces 
within us. 


As we progress in this practice, we will be able to activate these forces and bring them to the surface, as it were, where 
they can be given positive expression on the ‘‘normal’’ conscious everyday level. 


The expansion of awareness gained through the practice of deep relaxation and surrender can help us outgrow our limi- 
tations and can aid us in our efforts to bring harmony to the dynamics of our inner world. 


As our familiarity with this kind of experience grows, we recognize the great value of learning to trust and use our intu- 
ition which is the faculty of communication between the higher self and our normal everyday consciousness. A new freedom 
and strength is felt as we learn to rely on the higher forces within. We begin to function with the whole of our being instead 
of with just part. 


Expanded awareness brings the realization that we have a place in the scheme of things — a role to play in the drama 
of the Universe. We can choose to co-operate with the process of evolution. By cultivating our creative and healing abilities, 
eeal become co-workers, co-creators with God. By these m2ans, we can offer a worthy contribution to the life of the 

niverse.

GUIDED MEDITATION

It is important at the outset to be clear on 
what the motives are for practicing meditation. 
The purpose of meditation should be in harmony 
with the ideals which one is attempting to live 
up to. The right kind of motivation will bring 
its own purifying effect as well as providing the 
essential drive which is expressed in discipline, 
determination, perseverance and sincere effort. 


The mind is a powerful instrument of conscious- 
ness and some further understanding of the nature 
of its functioning is needed here in order to 
explain the two types of meditation which are 
given on this record. The process of thinking 
involves the rapid flow of images. These images 
can be quite concrete on the one hand and very 
abstract on the other. Some people tend to think 
more in abstract terms while others have great 
difficulty in doing so. 


It would be well for you to test yourself now 
to discover to what extent you think in concrete 
or abstract images. Concentrate for about 3 min- 
utes on a given image excluding as much as possible 
all other thoughts. A concrete image could be a 
candle — an abstract image could be air. Find 
out which kind of image suits you best. 


The meditation on Side 1 of this record makes 
use of the image of LIGHT. Light is subtle and 
nebulous — it is abstract and yet it is universal. 
The meditation on Side 2 introduces the image of 
SIVA, one of the aspects of the Hindu concept 
of Divinity. Since this is a concrete image, it 
may be better suited as a focal point for those 
people whose thinking patterns function more in 
concrete terms. It should be pointed out here 
that a similar approach can be taken using other 
concrete forms of Divine Expression such as the 
Buddha, the Christ or the Divine Mother. 


It should not be assumed that one form of 
meditation is superior to the other because they 
both lead to the same end of transcending the 
limitation of the conscious mind so that we can 
teach out into a new dimension. The transition 
from the image of Light to the experience of 
higher consciousness is not too difficult to conceive. 
Similarly in the Siva meditation we find a situa- 
tion where after the mind has become single-pointed 
and calm, our attention shifts to the words: 
“Between two breaths — realize.” In this way, 
the meditation leads us to the “image” of the 
breath which is as subtle as the light and is as 
easily transcended. The length of time spent in 
meditation is not as important as we might think. 
What counts is the intensity and depth of con- 
centration. Therefore it is more desirable to be 
able to meditate intently on a given image for 
a few minutes instead of sitting for hours struggl- 
ing with the mind. The ego might be flattered 


when we can say that we have meditated for 2 
or 3 hours but it may turn out to be rather empty 
satisfaction when that time was spent mostly 
struggling with intruding irrelevant thoughts or 
trying to make the mind blank. 


Meditation is a dynamic process of awakening, 
a means of expanding our awareness of the nature 
of our own being and of the universe around us. 
At the same time, it can lead us to a tremendously 
creative involvement with the demands of every- 
day life. 


However, we should not allow ourselves to 
get lost in technical details or abstract concepts. 
We must be careful to avoid carrying over our 
“ego games’ into our spiritual practices. At all 
times, we will need to do everything in our power 
to express the insights we gain through meditation 
in our daily living. The deep conviction and 
compassionate understanding of a spiritually evol- 
ved person can only be gained when spiritual in- 
sight and principle are wedded to practical appli- 
cation and expression on an everyday level. Vital 
knowledge is acquired only when the vision and 
the expression are brought together. 


The accomplishment of this synthesis in one’s 
life will require much effort, discrimination and 
experimentation. 


The impact of modern society on our minds 
and psyches is in large measure due to the exploita- 
tion of the dynamics of imagination for commer- 
cial purposes. We are constantly bombarded by 
images presented to us by advertising media. Not 
only that — these images are associated FOR us 
with products, services, success, pleasure, beauty, 
fulfillment, etc. These methods are almost shock- 
ingly successful. By applying similar methods

through meditation, we can use the power of 
the mind and imagination for positive creative 
ends. Furthermore, we can insulate ourselves from 
the conditioning that modern media tends to 
impose upon us. 


It is suggested that you meditate twice a day 
using this record which lasts for 20 minutes... 
once in the morning and once in the evening. 
It will be necessary to choose a time and place 
that will allow for complete quiet. In a busy 
household, this may mean rising early in the 
morning and going to bed a little later in the even- 
ing. However as one progresses and becomes 
proficient in meditation, the benefits one obtains 
far outweigh the results gained from an hour or 
two of sleep. 


A FEW WORDS ABOUT SWAMI RADHA 


When Swami Radha meditated for the first 
time, she had a vision of her spititual teacher (guru) 
whom she met later in India. This teacher, Swami 
Sivananda, initiated her as a Swami at his ashram 
on the banks of the Ganges near Rishikesh. Al- 
though she was taught many things during her 
stay at the ashram, Swami Sivananda constantly 
told her to meditate on different things because 
she would remember much that she had learned 
about spiritual matters in many previous lives 
spent in the East. 


The meditation methods presented on this 
record are examples of past life recalls which 
have been substantiated by many hours of prac- 
tice and application in this life. 


Even though many of us will not have such good 
results in our first meditation as Swami Radha 
did, nevertheless the practice of meditation des- 
cribed on this record is bound to bring wonderful 
results as we shall see.

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As a new band, the task of Alexander Rabbit is to place itself among 
the irreplaceables—all those bands that have claimed their fame and 
have no where else to go but home. Gaining acceptance into the 
world of the ‘‘top rock groups” seems to be getting harder every day. 
After all, how do you even begin to compete with the various 
highly specialized sounds of the big urban brass bands, the back- 
street r&b bands, the soft formula bands, the heavy rock bands, the 
downhome pedal-steel bands, and the myriad blues bands? 


Alexander Rabbit answers that question with the album you hold 
in your hand, because it is a product of the assimulation and 
interpretation of all the observances that the members of Rabbit 
have made on the current pop scene. Into the listening time for the 
album is crammed all that is good and worthwhile in rock today. 
This is not to claim some sort of plagiarism, but to lend insight into 
their process of creation. Because they bother to surrender to a 
disciplined study of ‘‘what sound is working at what time for whom,” 
Rabbit's music is all themselves and a bit of everyone. The group's 
nine originals (plus a tenth penned by Otis Redding) are related 
to each other so very well in their free flowing get well structured 
styles. And the album is related to every other one made before 
it because it reflects an open ear to all music that has preceded it. 


Very few groups bother to look back or forth or side to side; 
Alexander Rabbit is one that has done just that and in so doing has 
sown its seed into fertile ground. Its got the something that should 
make it one of the irreplaceables—maybe even replace a few.

The contemporary musician finds numerous ways 
to keep body and soul together: teaching, studio 
work, jobs with local pick-up groups and behind 
various touring headliners who might perform in any 
and all styles. The contemporary creative musician 
wants something more — an environment that will 
test and encourage him or her to explore the outer 
limits. Individually, Richard Appleman, George 
Garzone and Bob Gullotti have held down all of the 
usual gigs, and performed admirably in them; col- 
lectively, they have become The Fringe, a group that 
has sessioned together for seven years and made an 
indelible impact on the Boston jazz scene since April 
1976 through their regular Monday night sets at 
Michael’s. 

As this, their first album indicates, The Fringe 
plays music that admirably balances structure and 
freedom, in the manner of the most rewarding con- 
temporary groups. These performances, taped in 
August 1978, capture much of the group’s scope as 
well as giving a Surprisingly true impression of their 
live sound. 

“Ides” is by bassist Appleman, the 32-year-old 
Chairperson of the Bass Department at the Berklee 
College of music and the only member of The Fringe 
not originally from Massachusetts. (Rich was born in 
Altoona, Pa. and now lives in the Jamaica Plain 
section of Boston). “The piece was written for my 
son,” he says, “who was born on thie Ides of March.” 
The composer's bass, throbbing with the pulse of 
life, is right at the center of this piece, balancing the 
tenor invocation by Garzone and Gullotti’s swirling

drums. This is a true ensemble, which builds togeth- 
er in a Stunning collective ascension that ushers in 
the blowing and remains lyrical in even its most 
abandoned moments. 

Bob Gullotti, who has taught extensively and 
worked everywhere from the Playboy Club circuit to 
a state prison (where he ran the music program) in 
his 29 years, wrote ‘“‘Message.”’ ‘This just struck me 
as such a strong statement, a ‘message,’ when we 
first played it,” he explains. “Originally we kept the 
vamp going throughout; now we play vamp/tune/ 
vamp/tune, an ABAB form.” Note the wealth of ideas 
and fine continuity of Garzone and the way Gullotti 
sounds like an entire percussion section. 

“To the Bridge” is the work of Garzone, age 29, a 
Cambridge native, who has toured with Tom Jones, 
recorded with Baird Hersey and also teaches at Berk- 
lee. ‘This piece sounds like George taking off for his 
home in Bridgewater after a Monday night at Mi- 
chael’s,’ Appleman comments, and indeed there is a

harried, humorous and slightly desperate “I’m late, 
I’m late’’ quality to the up-tempo performance. If 
“Message” reflects Coltrane’s music, this track just 
as surely shows the mark of Ornette Coleman. 

The Fringe wanted to include one example of 
totally improvised playing, and recorded a free track 
each night they were in the studio. “S.I. Night II” is 
the spontaneous improvisation from the second 
evening. Again the empathy is outstanding, as lines 
and textures expand, bold melodies appear and a 
time passage is introduced. ‘‘You can hear us taking 
breaths together,’ Garzone remarks. ‘“‘That’s one of 
the things we learned from the great swing band 
players; you can hear them pause for breath when 
they solo, just as if they were speaking.” 

Garzone says that ‘Me and the Maa” is for him 
and his wife Marilyn. The line will stay in your 
memory, and everyone gets a solo spot before the 
chorus resolves to “Theme,” a group credo which 
builds to higher emotional strata with the economy 
of true virtuosity. 

There is so much of the recent jazz tradition, in- 
cluding the growing tenor/bass/drums tradition, in 
The Fringe’s music. ‘“‘We learned to be free from so 
many people — Roland Kirk, Sam Rivers, many 
others,” Garzone says, “but we’re not trying to copy 
anybody. In one sense we see the album as a state- 
ment to other musicians that ““You can do it too.” 

Perhaps, but few can do it as successfully as The 
Fringe. This is a stunning introduction to the work of 
three inspriring musicians and hopefully, it’s just the 
beginning. Bob Blumenthal

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THE SUFI MESSAGE

In order to understand the meaning of an infant’s laughter and cry one must become an infant, because it is the language of another sphere. But 
when a person does not trouble about it, then its cry is only a nuisance and its laughter is a game. Sometimes people wish to make the child laugh 
more and more because they are interested or as an entertainment; or people neglect the child leaving it to cry, and pay no attention; or when an 
infant is crying the mother says, ‘Be quiet, be quiet;”’ in all these cases they lose the opportunity of understanding the language of an infant. This is 
the opportunity for the guardian, for the mother, for the one who looks after an infant to learn the heavenly language. For there is nothing that has 
no meaning, and every movement of an infant, who is an expression, an exampie, from above, has a meaning. But as we are absorbed from morning 
to evening in the responsibilities of the world, we forget the responsibility and duty to the infant, and because the infant cannot speak in our lan- 
guage and tell us how neglectful we are of what it wants, and what it needs, and what can be done for it, there remains a wall of separation between 


mother and child. 


THE RE-CREATION OF THE GODS is the attempt of an 
artist to create a better world, to build what needs to be 
built, to instill in his children, thus our world, a sense of 
direction, a flame of hope, a quest for knowledge, beauty 
and understanding of self and all things about self. Rufus 
Harley’s effort in this album bears the mark of one who 
builds instead of piddles, one who walks instead of crawls 
and one who stands as a man, who knows what he is about 
and who knows his task as a creator. 


We have become stagnant plants, creators, builders and 
people. We are falling behind and forgetting our task, 
which is to provide our children with something to live for, 
something from which to build our reality and our realities 
to come. We are leaving our task undone for the next 
generation to complete. But why must we fail our task? 
Why must we remain stagnant and non-productive without 
a sense of direction? Why must we remain out of tune with 
nature, with God and with our spirits? 


The time to create a ‘‘new” reality is here, but this time 
necessitates a re-building, a re-creation of self for now and 
forever; and forever is composed of nows. 


Our creation must be of godlike spirits, godlike realities and 
godlike hopes to instill a love of life and self. We must be- 
come gods and goddesses. We must begin to open our minds 
to God and our godliness. Now is the time for us to function 
within ourselves in a spiritual realm, to fulfill our tasks as a 
people and as human beings who know what they are all 
about. 


We are a spiritual people, a spiritual force born naturally 
from within. This natural spiritualness is love. It must be 
revived to build a ‘‘new”’ world, to create a new lifestyle, to 
live as new beings, goddesses and gods. We must focus our 
heights, our goals upon that positive sense of direction, 
which is God. 


We must fulfill our tasks for the children, our own creation 
of goddesses and gods. We are a people looking for a new 
way with no sense of self or meaning of each other. Our 
spirits need to be revitalized with a new direction. 


The spiritual consciousness of some people has been directed 
to the “man on the cross who died for our sins.’’ Our 


spirits need to be revitalized with a love for life, beauty and 
self, not sacrifice and suffering. 


Our main purpose is to experience the re-birth of the truth 
that God, the whole concept of positiveness and truth is 
within every man, woman and child. Buddha said, ‘Look 
within, thou art the Buddha.” Jesus said, ‘the Kingdom of 
Heaven is within you.” 


Once we accept this, we know who we are and what God is 
all about.

ARCHIE, created from the imagination of John L. Goldwater, President of Archie Comic 
Publications, which turns out over 30 “Archie”-titles; and from the pen of Bob Montana, who 
still draws the strip for King Feature Syndicate -—appearing in over 700 newspapers, remains 
representative of the typical clean-cut teenagers of their day-and, as their day changes 
so do they, fitting into contemporary situations and modes of speech and dress.

HEY KIDS, IT'S HOWDY DOODY TIME AGAIN 


Let’s take a moment, kids, to relive one of the golden moments of 
early tele. ision. 

It is 5:30 P.M. on a weekday night in 1948. You are 5 years old, 
and with a bunch of friends you are huddled in front of a mammoth 
DuMont TV (or is it a Philco?) tuned to Channel 4. The seven-inch 
screen flickers. Suddenly, a big handsome man in a cowboy suit 
bounds into view before a screaming audience of 3-, 4- and 5-year- 
olds. “What time is it kids?,” he asks. 

“IT’S HOWDY DOODY TIME!” squeals the Peanut Gallery. . . . 

Now 33 years old, his wavy hair the color of pewter, Buffalo Bob 
quickly let it be known that the revival is the best fun he’s had in 
38 years of show business. The idea, he explained, came from some 
University of Pennsylvania students who invited him last year to 
show films of the original TV show. The screening drew such a re- 
sponse he is booked until February, 1972, at every kind of campus 
from West Point to the University of California. 

The key to his success, Buffalo Bob says jovially, is nostalgia. 
Howdy appeared from Dec. 27, 1947, until Sept. 30, 1960. “Those 
were the good old days for today’s college students,” he said. “The 
days with no draft card burning, no war, no dope.” 

Because television was so new, especially at the beginning of 
Howdy’s run, youngsters felt that the puppets and Buffalo Bob 
himself were performing for each one of them alone, Mr. Smith 
continued. “Howdy was a fantasy, although we did teach, too.” .. . 

At the height of its popularity, the show reached 15 million chil- 
dren across the country each night. Families had to rearrange dinner 
and bath schedules because their youngsters wouldn’t budge from 
the screen. Stores had runs on Ovaltine and Wonder Bread. When 
Howdy ran as a write-in candidate for President in a TV poll in 1948, 
he reputedly got more votes than Henry Wallace. . . .

It was a show dominated by innocence, nostalgia and the kind 
of trivia that might be contrived for a Sunday school picnic. . . . 

When he said that if he made a comeback on television (he went 
off in 1960), he would update the show, he got an unmistakably 
negative response in “No’s” and groans from the audience. . . . 

Mr. Smith said he was taking the Howdy Doody Revival to Har- 
vard on April 18 and to West Point on April 24. Will the White 
House be next?

BOB STEELE 


GOES ON RECORD! 


The Bob Steele story — the classic rags-to- 
riches tale. He arrived in Hartford, Connecticut 
in 1936 without a place to sleep... without a 
dime in his pocket... and today he modestly 
admits to being worth ten times that. 

The owner of one of the largest shares of lis- 
tening audience enjoyed by any radio personal- 
ity in America’s major broadcast markets is a 
three-time high school dropout. 

WTIC Radio’s Bob Steele, born Robert Lee 
Steele in Kansas City, Missouri, on July 13, 1911 
(he predicted he’d be born July 9th), had to drop 
out of high school three times to help support his 
family. He was, in fact, the only kid in his 
neighborhood to go to college before graduating 
from high school (he used to get his hair cut for a 
dime at the local barber college), a feat he ac- 
complished in 1929, just in time to take part in 
the Depression (he also predicted there would 
be no Depression). 

While a young man in Kansas City, Bob tried 
his hand at motorcycle racing, restaurateuring 
and boxing. He had 70 amateur and pro fights, 
losing all but one which was a draw (he claims, 
however, that he was robbed on several occa- 
sions). 

Bob first ventured into the field of broadcast- 
ing in 1931 when he covered auto and motorcy- 
cle racing for Los Angeles radio station KGFuJ. 
His intense interest in the cycling sport drew him 
to Hartford, Connecticut's Bulkeley Stadium in 
May, 1936. He toiled there as public address 
announcer and public relations man for a cycle 


racing promoter. At the close of that race sea- 
son he was asked to audition for an announcer 
job at WTIC Radio. Bob passed the audition and 
was hired October 1, 1936, on a trial basis 
(Steele claims that station management still has 
not officially informed him whether or not he’s 
been removed from trial status). 


So, for forty years, Bob has risen at 4:30 each 
morning, six days a week, in preparation for the 
start of his work day at 6 a.m. He has been late 
for work but once in those four decades, having 
fallen victim, on that occasion, to a mountainous 
snow bank. The weather forecast for the day in 
question had been “partly cloudy.” Bob com- 
mented that it was the first time he had ever 
experienced “eight inches of partly cloudy.” 


Over the years Bob has won notoriety as a 
prognosticator who could be counted on to be 
wrong with greater consistency than a fledgling 
weatherman. When he became WTIC’s chief 
announcer in 1966, he gave up the nightly sports 
program he had hosted for several years and, in 
an unselfish gesture of loyalty to his listeners, 
vowed to continue his sports predictions “as a 
public service.” To this day, Bob maintains a 
commendably consistent prediction percentage 
that shows him wrong only 10 times in every 9 
attempts. 


Today, hundreds of thousands of southern 
New Englanders listen to Bob on WTIC, Radio 
1080, from 6 until 10 a.m., Monday through 
Saturday.

Swami Sivananda Radha 


The relaxation techniques which are given on this record symbolize in more than 
one way some of the characteristics of Swami Radha. Equipped with an inquiring 
mind, her hard and long quest for understanding and truth took her into many places 
and situations. After surviving the rigours of the war in Europe, she emigrated to 
Canada where she set to work to make a new life for herself. 


One day she had a strange experience. She was drawn into a mood of quiet medi- 
tation in which a man appeared to her. A short time later, while browsing in a book- 
store, she saw a picture of the same man on a book cover. She bought the book and 
wrote to the author — Swami Sivananda, who replied by inviting her to visit him-at 
his ashram (retreat) in the foothills of the Himalayas. It was as if he had been 
expecting her! As she was already in her forties and was now established in a good 
job, it was no mean sacrifice for her to pull up roots yet again to make the journey 
to India. Nevertheless after much painstaking preparation and effort she made the 
journey to meet this man who had made himself known to her in such an unusual way. 


Swami Sivananda guided her through several months of training in yogic tech- 
niques. He told her that she had lived in India in recent past incarnations and that she 
already learnt then much of what she was now being taught. When she was taught 
the Hatha Yoga posture of the corpse (Savasan) she intuitively felt that there was 
much more to this posture than was superficially apparent. When Swami Sivananda 
questioned her on this, she responded by mentioning several more subtle aspects of 
this technique such as the relation of the posture to surrender and the stimulation of 
creative forces within the individual. He was pleased with her reply and encouraged 
her to continue using her intuition in this way as it was one of the best means of 
awakening her latent knowledge. 


The culmination of her stay at the ashram came when through Swami Sivananda’s 
inspiration, she decided to dedicate the remainder of her life to the service of God 
and man. She was initiated into the Order of Sannyas as Swami Sivananda Radha. 


Soon after she was requested to return to Canada and await developments. A group 
formed around her and an ashram was established in Vancouver, B.C., in 1956. It 
was moved to Kootenay Bay, B.C., in 1963. 


The techniques given on this record have been taught to numerous students for 
several years with excellent results. 


In her work as the spiritual director of the Yasodhara Ashram at Kootenay Bay, 
British Columbia, Canada, Swami Radha receives many requests for help from people 
with severe personal problems. 


Frequently she makes use of the relaxation-technique and many, many people have 
benefitted from its application.

The relaxation techniques given on this recording are derived from the advanced practice of a particular “asan’’ (yogic 
posture) called Savasan or the posture of the corpse. 


It should be pointed out at the outset that this technique is not designed to function as a kind of hypnosis. Rather it 
simply tries to stimulate you to:- 


Physically — Relax your body: 
Mentally — Rest your mind and surrender: 


Spiritually — Expand your consciousness. 


The purpose of this record is to give you the basic principles of the technique so that once you have mastered them, you 
will be able to practice it on your own. The guiding voice is only meant to guide — that is all. 

A corpse, as we all know, offers no resistance — it is entirely limp. 

We seek to assume this attitude of complete surrender for several reasons:— 

1). It represents the physical situation which we desire — a completely relaxed body. 


2). It is the attitude of mind which can best enable us to withdraw from the usual round of mental involvement so 
that we can direct the mind to acquire that quiescent state which is conducive to the awakening of the higher levels of 
consciousness. 


3). It represents a humbling of oneself before the higher forces of life which constitutes both a recognition of same and 
is simultaneously a potent means of invoking a greater awareness and understanding of these forces. 

4.) \t will lead us naturally to the spiritual aspect of this practice which is the expansion of consciousness which will 
reveal to us the healing and creative attributes of our own inner being. 


Once the complete relaxation and surrender of the body and mind is established in the early part of the practice, we are 
guided to experience various areas of awareness about our inner being or “self”. 


The six levels of consciousness mentioned in the relaxation are directly related to the six spiritual centers (chakras) in 
man as outlined in Kundalini Yoga. 


Our expanding awareness will make it possible for us to explore and investigate the nature and power of the forces 
within us. 


As we progress in this practice, we will be able to activate these forces and bring them to the surface, as it were, where 
they can be given positive expression on the ‘‘normal’’ conscious everyday level. 


The expansion of awareness gained through the practice of deep relaxation and surrender can help us outgrow our limi- 
tations and can aid us in our efforts to bring harmony to the dynamics of our inner world. 


As our familiarity with this kind of experience grows, we recognize the great value of learning to trust and use our intu- 
ition which is the faculty of communication between the higher self and our normal everyday consciousness. A new freedom 
and strength is felt as we learn to rely on the higher forces within. We begin to function with the whole of our being instead 
of with just part. 


Expanded awareness brings the realization that we have a place in the scheme of things — a role to play in the drama 
of the Universe. We can choose to co-operate with the process of evolution. By cultivating our creative and healing abilities, 
we can become co-workers, co-creators with God. By these m2ans, we can offer a worthy contribution to the life of the 
Universe.

It is important at the outset to be clear on 
what the motives are for practicing meditation. 
The purpose of meditation should be in harmony 
with the ideals which one is attempting to live 
up to. The right kind of motivation will bring 
its own purifying effect as well as providing the 
essential drive which is expressed in discipline, 
determination, perseverance and sincere effort. 


The mind is a powerful instrument of conscious- 
ness and some further understanding of the nature 
of its functioning is needed here in order to 
explain the two types of meditation which are 
given on this record. The process of thinking 
involves the rapid flow of images. These images 
can be quite concrete on the one hand and very 
abstract on the other. Some people tend to think 
more in abstract terms while others have great 
difficulty in doing so. 


It would be well for you to test yourself now 
to discover to what extent you think in concrete 
or abstract images. Concentrate for about 3 min- 
utes on a given image excluding as much as possible 
all other thoughts. A concrete image could be a 
candle — an abstract image could be air. Find 
out which kind of image suits you best. 


The meditation on Side 1 of this record makes 
use of the image of LIGHT. Light is subtle and 
nebulous — it is abstract and yet it is universal. 
The meditation on Side 2 introduces the image of 
SIVA, one of the aspects of the Hindu concept 
of Divinity. Since this is a concrete image, it 
may be better suited as a focal point for those 
people whose thinking patterns function more in 
concrete terms. It should be pointed out here 
that a similar approach can be taken using other 
concrete forms of Divine Expression such as the 
Buddha, the Christ or the Divine Mother. 


It should not be assumed that one form of 
meditation is superior to the other because they 
both lead to the same end of transcending the 
limitation of the conscious mind so that we can 
teach out into a new dimension. The transition 
from the image of Light to the experience of 
higher consciousness is not too difficult to conceive. 
Similarly in the Siva meditation we find a situa- 
tion where after the mind has become single-pointed 
and calm, our attention shifts to the words: 
“Between two breaths — realize.” In this way, 
the meditation leads us to the “image” of the 
breath which is as subtle as the light and is as 
easily transcended. The length of time spent in 
meditation is not as important as we might think. 
What counts is the intensity and depth of con- 
centration. Therefore it is more desirable to be 
able to meditate intently on a given image for 
a few minutes instead of sitting for hours struggl- 
ing with the mind. The ego might be flattered 


when we can say that we have meditated for 2 
or 3 hours but it may turn out to be rather empty 
satisfaction when that time was spent mostly 
struggling with intruding irrelevant thoughts or 
trying to make the mind blank. 


Meditation is a dynamic process of awakening, 
a means of expanding our awareness of the nature 
of our own being and of the universe around us. 
At the same time, it can lead us to a tremendously 
creative involvement with the demands of every- 
day life. 


However, we should not allow ourselves to 
get lost in technical details or abstract concepts. 
We must be careful to avoid carrying over our 
“ego games’ into our spiritual practices. At all 
times, we will need to do everything in our power 
to express the insights we gain through meditation 
in our daily living. The deep conviction and 
compassionate understanding of a spiritually evol- 
ved person can only be gained when spiritual in- 
sight and principle are wedded to practical appli- 
cation and expression on an everyday level. Vital 
knowledge is acquired only when the vision and 
the expression are brought together. 


The accomplishment of this synthesis in one’s 
life will require much effort, discrimination and 
experimentation. 


The impact of modern society on our minds 
and psyches is in large measure due to the exploita- 
tion of the dynamics of imagination for commer- 
cial purposes. We are constantly bombarded by 
images presented to us by advertising media. Not 
only that — these images are associated FOR us 
with products, services, success, pleasure, beauty, 
fulfillment, etc. These methods are almost shock- 
ingly successful. By applying similar methods

through meditation, we can use the power of 
the mind and imagination for positive creative 
ends. Furthermore, we can insulate ourselves from 
the conditioning that modern media tends to 
impose upon us. 


It is suggested that you meditate twice a day 
using this record which lasts for 20 minutes... 
once in the morning and once in the evening. 
It will be necessary to choose a time and place 
that will allow for complete quiet. In a busy 
household, this may mean rising early in the 
morning and going to bed a little later in the even- 
ing. However as one progresses and becomes 
proficient in meditation, the benefits one obtains 
far outweigh the results gained from an hour or 
two of sleep. 


A FEW WORDS ABOUT SWAMI RADHA 


When Swami Radha meditated for the first 
time, she had a vision of her spititual teacher (guru) 
whom she met later in India. This teacher, Swami 
Sivananda, initiated her as a Swami at his ashram 
on the banks of the Ganges near Rishikesh. Al- 
though she was taught many things during her 
stay at the ashram, Swami Sivananda constantly 
told her to meditate on different things because 
she would remember much that she had learned 
about spiritual matters in many previous lives 
spent in the East. 


The meditation methods presented on this 
record are examples of past life recalls which 
have been substantiated by many hours of prac- 
tice and application in this life. 


Even though many of us will not have such good 
results in our first meditation as Swami Radha 
did, nevertheless the practice of meditation des- 
cribed on this record is bound to bring wonderful 
results as we shall see.

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As a new band, the task of Alexander Rabbit is to place itself among 
the irreplaceables—all those bands that have claimed their fame and 
have no where else to go but home. Gaining acceptance into the 
world of the ‘‘top rock groups” seems to be getting harder every day. 
After all, how do you even begin to compete with the various 
highly specialized sounds of the big urban brass bands, the back- 
street r&b bands, the soft formula bands, the heavy rock bands, the 
downhome pedal-steel bands, and the myriad blues bands? 


Alexander Rabbit answers that question with the album you hold 
in your hand, because it is a product of the assimulation and 
interpretation of all the observances that the members of Rabbit 
have made on the current pop scene. Into the listening time for the 
album is crammed all that is good and worthwhile in rock today. 
This is not to claim some sort of plagiarism, but to lend insight into 
their process of creation.

The contemporary musician finds numerous ways 
to keep body and soul together: teaching, studio 
work, jobs with local pick-up groups and behind 
various touring headliners who might perform in any 
and all styles. The contemporary creative musician 
wants something more — an environment that will 
test and encourage him or her to explore the outer 
limits. Individually, Richard Appleman, George 
Garzone and Bob Gullotti have held down all of the 
usual gigs, and performed admirably in them; col- 
lectively, they have become The Fringe, a group that 
has sessioned together for seven years and made an 
indelible impact on the Boston jazz scene since April 
1976 through their regular Monday night sets at 
Michael’s. 

As this, their first album indicates, The Fringe 
plays music that admirably balances structure and 
freedom, in the manner of the most rewarding con- 
temporary groups. These performances, taped in 
August 1978, capture much of the group’s scope as 
well as giving a Surprisingly true impression of their 
live sound. 

“Ides” is by bassist Appleman, the 32-year-old 
Chairperson of the Bass Department at the Berklee 
College of music and the only member of The Fringe 
not originally from Massachusetts. (Rich was born in 
Altoona, Pa. and now lives in the Jamaica Plain 
section of Boston). ‘The piece was written for my 
son,” he says, “who was born on thie Ides of March.” 
The composer's bass, throbbing with the pulse of 
life, is right at the center of this piece, balancing the 
tenor invocation by Garzone and Gullotti’s swirling

drums. This is a true ensemble, which builds togeth- 
er in a Stunning collective ascension that ushers in 
the blowing and remains lyrical in even its most 
abandoned moments. 

Bob Gullotti, who has taught extensively and 
worked everywhere from the Playboy Club circuit to 
a state prison (where he ran the music program) in 
his 29 years, wrote ‘‘Message.” “This just struck me 
as such a strong statement, a ‘message,’ when we 
first played it,’ he explains. ‘Originally we kept the 
vamp going throughout; now we play vamp/tune/ 
vamp/tune, an ABAB form.” Note the wealth of ideas 
and fine continuity of Garzone and the way Gullotti 
sounds like an entire percussion section. 

“To the Bridge” is the work of Garzone, age 29, a 
Cambridge native, who has toured with Tom Jones, 
recorded with Baird Hersey and also teaches at Berk- 
lee. ‘This piece sounds like George taking off for his 


home in Bridgewater after a Monday night at Mi- 


chael’s,’ Appleman comments, and indeed there is a

harried, humorous and slightly desperate “‘I’m late, 
I’m late’’ quality to the up-tempo performance. If 
“Message” reflects Coltrane’s music, this track just 
as surely shows the mark of Ornette Coleman. 

The Fringe wanted to include one example of 
totally improvised playing, and recorded a free track 
each night they were in the studio. “S.I. Night II” is 
the spontaneous improvisation from the second 
evening. Again the empathy is outstanding, as lines 
and textures expand, bold melodies appear and a 
time passage is introduced. ‘‘You can hear us taking 
breaths together,’ Garzone remarks. ‘“‘That’s one of 
the things we learned from the great swing band 
players; you can hear them pause for breath when 
they solo, just as if they were speaking.” 

Garzone says that ‘Me and the Maa” is for him 
and his wife Marilyn. The line will stay in your 
memory, and everyone gets a solo spot before the 
chorus resolves to “Theme,” a group credo which 
builds to higher emotional strata with the economy 
of true virtuosity. 

There is so much of the recent jazz tradition, in- 
cluding the growing tenor/bass/drums tradition, in 
The Fringe’s music. ‘“‘We learned to be free from so 
many people — Roland Kirk, Sam Rivers, many 
others,” Garzone says, “but we’re not trying to copy 
anybody. In one sense we see the album as a state- 
ment to other musicians that ‘“‘You can do it too.” 

Perhaps, but few can do it as successfully as The 
Fringe. This is a stunning introduction to the work of 
three inspriring musicians and hopefully, it’s just the 
beginning. Bob Blumenthal

In order to understand the meaning of an infant’s laughter and cry one must become an infant, because it is the language of another sphere. But 
when a person does not trouble about it, then its cry is only a nuisance and its laughter is a game. Sometimes people wish to make the child laugh 
more and more because they are interested or as an entertainment; or people neglect the child leaving it to cry, and pay no attention; or when an 
infant is crying the mother says, ‘Be quiet, be quiet;”’ in all these cases they lose the opportunity of understanding the language of an infant. This is 
the opportunity for the guardian, for the mother, for the one who looks after an infant to learn the heavenly language. For there is nothing that has 
no meaning, and every movement of an infant, who is an expression, an exampie, from above, has a meaning. But as we are absorbed from morning 
to evening in the responsibilities of the world, we forget the responsibility and duty to the infant, and because the infant cannot speak in our lan- 
guage and tell us how neglectful we are of what it wants, and what it needs, and what can be done for it, there remains a wall of separation between 


mother and child. 


THE RE-CREATION OF THE GODS is the attempt of an 
artist to create a better world, to build what needs to be 
built, to instill in his children, thus our world, a sense of 
direction, a flame of hope, a quest for Knowledge, beauty 
and understanding of self and all things about self. Rufus 
Harley’s effort in this album bears the mark of one who 
builds instead of piddles, one who walks instead of crawls 
and one who stands as a man, who knows what he is about 
and who knows his task as a creator. 


We have become stagnant plants, creators, builders and 
people. We are falling behind and forgetting our task, 
which is to provide our children with something to live for, 
something from which to build our reality and our realities 
to come. We are leaving our task undone for the next 
generation to complete. But why must we fail our task? 
Why must we remain stagnant and non-productive without 
a sense of direction? Why must we remain out of tune with 
nature, with God and with our spirits? 


The time to create a ‘‘new” reality is here, but this time 
necessitates a re-building, a re-creation of self for now and 
forever; and forever is composed of nows. 


Our creation must be of godlike spirits, godlike realities and 
godlike hopes to instill a love of life and self. We must be- 
come gods and goddesses. We must begin to open our minds 
to God and our godliness. Now is the time for us to function 
within ourselves in a spiritual realm, to fulfill our tasks as a 
people and as human beings who know what they are all 
about. 


We are a spiritual people, a spiritual force born naturally 
from within. This natural spiritualness is love. It must be 
revived to build a ‘“‘new” world, to create a new lifestyle, to 
live as new beings, goddesses and gods. We must focus our 
heights, our goals upon that positive sense of direction, 
which is God. 


We must fulfill our tasks for the children, our own creation 
of goddesses and gods. We are a people looking for a new 
way with no sense of self or meaning of each other. Our 
spirits need to be revitalized with a new direction. 


The spiritual consciousness of some people has been directed 
to the “man on the cross who died for our sins.’’ Our 
spirits need to be revitalized with a love for life, beauty and 
self, not sacrifice and suffering. 


Our main purpose is to experience the re-birth of the truth 
that God, the whole concept of positiveness and truth is 
within every man, woman and child. Buddha said, “Look 
within, thou art the Buddha.” Jesus said, ‘the Kingdom of 
Heaven is within you.” 


Once we accept this, we know who we are and what God is 
all about.
